Bulgaria wher e he completed o 
ttaim grades fft Qymnaalyu and later completed yth and 6th grades in Jofia, His 
lather is a Medical doctor in the same city and his lazily is known (regarded j as 
a patriotic one* T3AN0V was an active member of my organization in Bulgaria and 
was known as an anti-Comwunist. 




In 1940, if I'm not mistaken, TJANOV went to Vienna to study medicine# 
Duringthe Vfar, while he was in Vienna, he worked with the Germans. I saw T3AN0V 
again during the fall of 1944when.I escaped from huigaria to Vienna. . TSAltfOV had 
retained Me same feelings and beliefs that he had^ previously, emphylng his loyalty 
to me^offexing his servieea. 



During 1.945, when the hed Any neared Vienna I escaped to Salzburg, and later 
to the American zone in Austria, however T3AK0V went to Innsbruck, and later to the 
French zone in Austria. At the end 01 the Kar, in Innsbruck, the French Occupation 
Forces arrested T3AN0V and sent him to a Concentration Camp in Fort Albert as a 
friend of the Germans# During his stay in the Concentration Camp TiANOV started to , 
work for the French and ; with their knowledge became a member of the Austrian Conmunist 
Party# This latter step towards his f readout 

fhe French freed him, looWjag^or a pretext, and T3AN0V began to work for them. 
f>ften 

T3AN0V was seny/bp the French to Vienna and^ passed thru Salzburg and visited- 
me# He was loyal to me and completely sincere. He gave me all information which 
interested me from Vienna and even told me what kind of takka (assignments; he ie vti 
given by the French. TSAlfBU was able to go in Vienna because (on account of ) of the 
fact that he was a "member” of the Austrian Caaaunist party and furthermore, what is 
more important, because of the fact, that in Vidnna, as Head of the Intelligence Serv- 
ice of the f*ulg» Communist Legation was sent franc by the Bulgarian Communists^

sister of T3AN0V ♦ BteE&T ef this reason, X03IF0V prttected TJANQV# I do not 
exclude the fact the T3AN0V may have performed favors for YOSIFOV, but on the other 
hand, he was in situation and furnished valuable information. 



During 1950, I JOdCKkx wanted to use TSANOV in service of the Americans 
and honestly I could have used him very well (to advantage;. He already had a good 
polish and the possibilities which he had in Vienna were more than good# T3AN0V, 
however, was in an unfavorable light before the American powers by joupiax Dr. 

DHHTROV's people. ’ A h e reason for this was - that T3AN0V lm e— rfc was aware £ of the 
compromising facts about Dr. DL-.ITFiOV and his people, as associates of the Comm un ists 
of yesterday, in order to minimize (discredit) the information w, fcich T3AN0V had given 
about them succeeded in (was responsible) for discrediting him, 

in order to cast doubts about him. He, T3AN0V, in my estimation was and would have been 
completely honest and loyal, By understanding was, that we would receive the best 
information about the Communists if we had yaplw (our) people among them. I, or 
someone like myself was unable to go in Vienna, could not talk with Y03IFQV in 
a homey (personal) environment, could not go in the Bulg. Legation, etc. T3AN0V, 
however, -‘wa 3 able to do these things. In order to be abl^to do this he had to 
b rtug ^giveV some information to YOJIFOV, for example, abeut the* 4/est. If T3AN0V, 
however, xsxkntxx had b^en.^rJ^ing lor me, Y03IPQV would have had such information 
xxxxax that we thought dp. , that tHere could be received, and we would have the informa tic 
that we needed. Americans from Europe, who, for pity, worked thru the German negotiation- 
(arbitration), were unable to understand what I was^ saying, they did not permit this,
